Trials  during  the  year  1934,  have  come  from 
about  nineteen  countries  and  as  many  states — around  the  world.  The 
trials  are  planted  in  spring,  some  quite  far  north  and  it  is  about  October 
first  before  reports  on  all  trials  can  be  sent  in  and  the  new  selections  de¬ 
termined  by  symposium  of  Council  recommendations.

There  are  several  striking  color 
and  blends  in  the  mixture  and  they 
come  very  true  to  form,  half  dwarf, 
semi-double,  ruffled,  fragrant  flowers. 
The  flowers  are  fine  large,  well  formed 
sweet  scented  double,  of  the  same  type 
as  the  well  known  Golden  Gleam.  In 
habit  of  growth  they  also  closely  re¬ 
semble  Golden  Gleam,  with  semi-dwarf 


plants  throwing  short  runners  from 
well  rounded  free  flowering  bushes. 
The  stems  are  long  and  bear  the 
flowers  well  above  the  green  of  the 
foliage,  giving  the  effect  of  a  solid 
mass  of  color.

The  flowers 
commence  as  soon  as  the  plant 
nears  complete  development,  and 
at  the  time  it  is  in  full  bloom  the 
entire  plant,  including  the  runners 
is  a  blaze  of  color.  Large  golden 
yellow  flowers  average  2i/4  to  3  in. 
across.  They  are  borne  on  erect, 
stiff  stems  six  inches  in  length.

The  dual-tone  color  effects  formed  by  the  quilled  discs  and  encircling  guard 
petals  are  lovely  beyond  description.  The  quilled  discs  are  lighter  than  the  guard 
petals  and  as  the  flowers  get  older  the  lemon  centers  turn  to  the  color  of  the 
quilled  discs. 

A.St©l*S  -  -  Wilt  Resistant 


It  is  a  well  known  fact,  that  what  is 
known  as  Aster  wilt  has  become  a 
very  serious  matter  in  some  places. 

Aster  wilt  disease  is  caused  by  a 
specific  parasitic  fungus,  which  may  at- 
attack  the  plant  at  any  time  in  its 
growth.  The  spores  of  this  fungus  may 
be  carried  in  the  seed,  soil  or  tools. 

There  is  only  one  way  to  overcome  it, 
and  that  is  by  planting  non-resisting 
varieties.  Aster  growers  have  been 
*  working  on  this  for  a  number  of  years 
and  have  succeeded  in  breeding  wilt 
resistant  types  in  a  number  of  vari¬ 


eties.  Remember  that  these  wilt  resist¬ 
ant  varieties  are  not  resistant  to  what 
is  known  as  Aster  yellows  or  other 
Aster  diseases.

If  they  are 
combined  in  bouquets  with 
some  blue  flower,  as  Del¬ 
phinium,  Belladonna  or 
Didiscus  coeruleus,  they 
show  up  to  best  advant¬ 
age.

Winter  Killing  of  Alfalfa 

Through  a  questionnaire  sent  to  about  twelve 
hundred  alfalfa  growers,  the  Washington  State 
College  has  made  an  analysis  of  winter  killing  of 
alfalfa.  Reports  show  that  the  main  causes  are 
a  dry  »fall  and  low  temperatures  without  snow 
covering.  Practically  all  alfalfa  which  had  irriga¬ 
tion  or  subirrigation  through  the  fall  have  not 
been  subject  to  much  winter  killing. 

Grimm  Alfalfa  is  recommended  as  being  more 
hardy  than  common.  In  order  to  preserve  the 
vigor  of  alfalfa  plants,  it  is  recommended  to  cut, 
on  dry  land,  after  one-third  in  bloom  and  to  se¬ 
cure  good  growth  after  the  last  cutting.  To  at¬ 
tain  this  end  some  alfalfa  growers  cut  only  once. 

Reports  also  state  that  Gypsum  has  increased 
the  vigor  of  plants  on  some  fields  and  saved  them 
from  winter  killing.  Some  growers  consider  fall 
cultivation  helps  to  control  winter  killing  and  is 
important  in  controlling  cheat  grass.
